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MAIN FEATURES 


In October 1984 there were an estimated 1,875,800 persons in the labour force in Victoria of 
whom 1,754,400 were employed and 121,500 unemployed. There were an estimated 1,243,000 persons aged 


15 and over who were not in the labour force. The unemployment rate was 6.5 per cent and the labour 
force participation rate was 60.1 per cent. 


Between September and October 1984 the unemployment rate decreased from 7.4 per cent to 6.5 per 


cent for persons; 6.8 per cent to 6.3 per cent for males and from 8.3 per cent to 6.7 per cent for 
females. 


In the Melbourne Statistical Division the unemployment rates were 5.9 per cent for males and 5.7 
per cent for females. 
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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 

This monthly publication, published 
since August 1978, contains Victorian tabour 
force estimates derived from the population 
survey conducted throughout Australia each month 
by the ABS. 


Conduct of ABS population survey 

2. The survey Is based on a multi-stage 
area sample of private dweltings in Victoria 
(about 7,500 houses, flats, etc.) and 
non-private dwellings (hotels, motels, etc.) and 
covers about one-half of one per cent of the 


Victorlan population. The information is 
obtained from the occupants of selected 
dweilings by carefully chosen and specialty 
trained interviewers. The Interviews are 
generally conducted during the two weeks 


beginning on the Monday between the 6th and the 
12th of each month, The information obtained 
relates to the week prior to the interview (i.e. 
the survey week). 


Scope of survey 
3. Alf persons aged 15 years and over are 


included In the survey except: 


(a) members of the permanent defence 
forces; 

(b) certain diplomatic personnel of 
overseas governments, customarily 


excluded from census and estimated 
populations; 

(c) overseas visitors 
Australia; and 

(d) members of non-Australlan defence 
forces (and their dependants) 
stationed in Australia.

4. The 
person is assigned 


labour force category to which a 
depends on Als actual 
activity (i.e. whether working, looking for 
work, etc.) during the survey week, The 
definitions conform closely to the international 
standard definitions recommended by the 
tnternational Labour Organisation. 


Employed persons comprise all those aged 15 


years and over who, during the survey week: 


(a) worked for one hour or more for pay, 
profit, commission, or payment in kind 
In a job or business, or on a farm 
(including employees, employers, and 
self-employed persons}; or 


(b} worked for 15 hours or more without pay 
In a family business or on a farm (i.e. 
unpaid family helper); or 


(c) were employees who had a job but were 
not at work and were: 


(i) on paid leave; 

(ii) on teave without pay for fess than 
four weeks up to the end of the 
survey week; 

stood down without pay because of 
bad weather or plant breakdown at 
their place of empfoyment for fess 
than four weeks, up to the end of 
the survey week; 

(iv) on strike or tocked out;

{v) on workers! compensation and 
expected to be returning to thelr 
job; or 

{vi} receiving wages or satary while 


undertakIng full-time study; or 


(d) were employers or self-employed persons 
who had a job, business, or farm, but 
were not at work. 


Unemployed persons are those 15 years and over 


who were not employed during the survey week, 
and: 


(a) had actively looked for full-time or 
part-time work at any time in the four 
weeks up to the end of the survey week 


and: 
(i) were available for work in the 
survey week, or would have been 
avaliable except for temporary 


Tltness (i.e, lasting for less than 
four weeks to the end of fhe survey 
week); or 

(it) were wafting to start a new job 
within four weeks from the end of 
the survey week and would have 
started in the survey week if the 
Job had been avaitable then; or 


(b) were waiting to be calfed back to a 
full-time or part-time job from which 
they had been stood down without pay 
for less than four weeks up to the end 
of the survey week (including the whole 
survey week) for reasons other than bad 
weather or plant breakdown. 


The labour force comprises all 
during the survey week, were 
unemployed, as defined above.

Full-time workers are those who usually work 35 
hours a week or more and others who, afthough 
usually part-time workers, worked 35 hours or 
more during the survey week. 


Part-time workers are those who usually work 
less than 35 hours a week and who did so during 
the survey week, When recording hours of work, 
fractions of an hour are disregarded. 


Persons not in the labour force are those who, 
during the survey week, were not in the 


categories ‘Temptoyed' or ‘unemployed’, 
Marital status in the labour force survey, 
persons are classified as married or not 
married. Marital status is determined from 


information supplied by the respondent about the 
individual himself or herself and, where the 
person was reported as being married, about the 
living arrangments of persons usually resident 


in the household. Marital status does not 
therefore necessarily reflect legal status. 
Persons are classified as married if they are 


reported as belng married (including de facto) 
and their spouse was a usual resident of the 
household at the time of the survey. The 
not-married category includes persons who have 
never married, or are separated, widowed or 
divorced, as welt as those who, a!though 
reported as being married, did not have a spouse 
who usually lived In the household, Persons who 
‘ive in a de facto relationship but do not 
volunteer this Information when asked whether 
they are married are classified as not married. 


Average (mean) duration of unemployment Is the 
duration obtained by dividing the aggregate 


Number of weeks a group has been unemployed by 
the number of persons in that group. 


Median duration of unemployment is the duration 
which divides unemployed persons into two equa! 


groups, one comprising persons whose duration of 
unemployment is above the median and the other 
persons whose duration is below it. 


Revision of sertes 

Se Survey estimates are not revised for 
the usually small amendments of population 
benchmarks arising from new data on deaths and 
overseas and Internal migration. Revistons are 
made, however, after each Census of Population 
and Housing, and when population estimation 


bases are reviewed, Survey estimates back to 


3 
February 1978 have been recalculated to conform 
to revised population estimates which take 
account of results of the 1981 census. 


Estimates on this revised basis for October 1984 
and the previous fourteen months may be found in 
the main body of this publication. 


6. Following the change in official 
population estimates to a place of usual 
residence basis after the 1981 census, the 
population benchmarks used in this revision of 


labour force survey estimates are compiled 
according to place of usual residence, For an 
explanation of the new conceptual basis of 


population estimates see Population Estimates: 


An Outtine of the New Conceptual! Basis of ASS 
Population Estimates (3216.0). 


To co-ordinate 
with the new benchmarks, the labour force survey 
questionnaire was changed in October 1982 to 
enable identification of each respondent's place 
of usual residence. The revised estimates shown 
in this publication from October 1982 onwards 
are thus wholly according to place of usual 


resIdence. Prior to October 1982, the estimates 
were based on a combination of place of 
enumeration and place of usual residence, 


Persons who are away overseas from their usual 
residence for less than six weeks at the time of 
Interview are generally enumerated at their 
usual residence when relevant Information can be 
obtained from other usua! residents present at 
the time of the survey. Persons who, at the 
time of interview, are overseas for six weeks or 
more but for less than twelve months are 
included In the estimates on the assumption that 


their tabour force characteristics are simitar 
to those of the persons responding in the 
survey. 

Te {n conjunction with the revisions of 


estimates noted above, a revision of survey data 
back to 1978 was also apptied to take account of 
a change of definition of marital status (see 
paragraph 4). 


Reliability of estimates 

8. Since the estimates in this 
publication are based on information obtained 
from occupants of a sample of dwellings they, 
and the movements derived from them, are subject 
to sampling variability; that is, they may 
differ from the figures that would have been 
produced If all dwetlings had been Included in 
the survey. One measure of the likely 
difference is given by the standard error, which 
Indicates the extent to which an estimate might 
have varied by chance because only a sample of 
dweflings was included In the survey. There are 


about two chances in three that a_ sample

estimate will differ by less than one standard 
error from the flgure that would have been 
obtained if al! dwellings had been included in 4 
the survey, and about nineteen chances in twenty 
that the difference will be tess than two 
standard errors. Standard errors of survey 
estimates and month-to-month movements are shown 
at the foot of page 17.
